The Physiology Milk Secretion Part 


the most unpleasant ex- CHARLES 


periences milker for the 

cow refuse her milk after the 
usual manipulation the time milking. There are 
two closely related phenomena this connection. The 
first the case where the animal does not let her milk 
down. The second the case where the milk first 
but then before the milk completely re- 
moved the latter part for time, until 
the next milking period. 

number theories have been advanced account 
for this phenomena. One the oldest explanations 
was advanced Furstenberg and has since been ad- 
hered Hess, Nuesch, Rubeli, Zwart and others. 
has been pointed out the teat contains very rich 
supply veins and arteries which upon dilation may 
almost completely close the cistern cavity the teat. 
The veins were believed filled with blood during 
the interval between holding the milk, 
then upon the stimulation milking the blood drained 
out, permitting the milk flow into the teat. 
cow stopped milking for any reason was thought that 
the blood again filled the teat shutting off the passage 
from the cistern the gland. 


What Milk 


are several objections this theory. this 
the mechanism which the cow up”’ her 
milk should impossible obtain any milk the 
beginning the milking act, whereas well known 
that pint more milk can usually obtained 
once. The appearance the teat during the interval 
between milking being more less shrunken does not 
suggest the presence excessive amount blood. 
This observation has been further verified Tgetgel 
the following experiment.

From these measurements Tgetgel concludes that 
there are essential differences the thickness the 
teat wall and that congestion blood the teat does 
not exist. any change occurs appears in- 
crease after stimulation rather than decrease.

Dr. Rubeli Bern, Switzerland, however, still 
maintains (1926) that the teat veins have definite 
function connection with this phenomena. 
states: observations were exactly opposite for the 
normal udder. cisterns filled with formalin and with 
empty blood vessels, the thickness the wall amounted 


vessels eleven twenty mm., 
which one two mm. belong the cistern mem- 
brane, two nine mm. the vessel zone, and eight 
nine mm. the 

Zietschmann (1917) Germany, while favoring 
Rubeli’s theory, admits the lack proof the actual 
filling the teat corpus spongiosum (the vein ap- 
paratus) during the first phase milk secretion and the 
emptying the same during the second phase. 

Instead providing mechanism for holding back 
the milk, some workers have suggested the possibility 
that the cow enabled her milk not 
beginning the rapid secretory phase that supposed 
associated with the milking act. One would obtain 
such cases only the milk stored the cavity system. 
The results obtained removing milk through cathe- 
ters was held substantiate this view. 


Muscular Elements Take Part 


explanation has recently been advanced. The 
view held that the cow does not actively 
her milk. The milk the cells, the lumen the 
alveoli, and the capillary milk ducts not available 
the milker except when the cow, through some form 
stimuli, actively contracts the muscular elements 
the udder and other ways increases the pressure 
within the udder. The contraction the muscular 
elements the mammary gland forcing down the milk 
into the cistern has long been thought the active 
period secretion, whereas actually period 
active discharge milk from the secreting cells well 
the forced displacement the milk the duct 
system into the cistern. 

The continuous manipulation the teat furnishes 
sufficient nervous stimuli maintain the contraction 
the muscles for time and the resulting milk pres- 
sure. this time that the milk can removed 
with the greatest ease and completeness. The rapid 
milker gets slightly more milk and richer milk co- 
operating with the cow this time. Soon the contract- 
muscles begin relax and consequence the milk 
pressure declines. Any milk not removed from the 
smaller capillary ducts becomes unavailable the 
milker. 

should pointed out that there great difference 
the reaction cows various stimuli. Some re- 
spond one, others another. There are differences 
also regard the duration the contractile phase 
during the milking act. Some cows will maintain the 
milk pressure for period sufficient for anyone get all 
the milk, other cows quickly react unfavorable oc- 
currences and relax before the milk has been com- 
pletely removed. Such cows are said “holding 
their milk. matter fact they are only not 
that necessary for complete re- 
moval. 

well known that other systems the body such 
the digestive system which there are regular 
rhymic contractions smooth muscle elements similar 
those found the udder are seriously interrupted 
fright, pain, and other similar psychic reactions. Ina 
similar manner when cow frightened other 
ways disturbed, the usual nervous stimuli fail pro- 
duce the desired reaction and the.cow ‘‘holds her 
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milk uatil she calms down, when again stimulated 
the pressure will increase and milk removal may again 
take place. 


The Quantity Residual Milk 


the structure the not sur- 

prising that there should remain certain quantity 
milk even after the most expert milking. This milk 
may part still remain within some the secreting 
cells, the lumen the alveoli, and the ducts. 
While the contraction will force down much this milk, 
the contraction cannot completely close the lumen 
the alveoli. Some milk will always found the 
udder the close milking. 

Thus studying the lactose (milk sugar) content 
the udder Gowen and Tobey (1928) found that there 
enough lactose present the udder the time milk- 
ing more than account for the total amount lactose 
produced the cow that milking. The average 
excess lactose twenty cows was 0.096 pounds. 
the average lactose per cent. the milk drawn from 
these cows was 4.68, this difference represents aver- 
age equivalent 2.1 pounds milk remaining the 
udder after the cow believed milked dry. That 
this method determining the amount residual milk 
satisfactory supported the fact that sugar 
was found the dry non-lactating gland. 

experiment conducted the Missouri Station 
with cow giving about fifteen pounds milk milk- 
ing also indicates the presence residual milk. This 
cow was milked regularly twelve hour intervals. 
Thirty minutes following the regular evening milking, 
the cow was remilked which time she gave about 100 
milk. Two days later pituitrin, extract from 
the posterior lobe the pituitary body, was injected 
subcutaneously the close milking. Thirty minutes 
later the cow was again remilked and this time from 
800 900 ec. (about two pounds) milk was obtained. 
Pituitrin known affect the smooth muscles and the 
individual secreting cells well causing more com- 
plete expulsion the residual milk. 


Rate Milk Secretion Increased During Act 
Milking 


desirable bring together the various bits 
evidence which have bearing this most interest- 
ing subject. the earliest reason for believing that 
rapid milk secretion takes place during the act milk- 
lack capacity the udder for all the milk 
available that indicates that the storage space the 
udder ample take care the milk secreted. 

The early findings Nuesch, that only about one- 
half the normal milk yield could obtained post- 
mortem milking, has remained undisputed until recent 
time. Within the last few years, however, there has 
been renewed interest this question. The most con- 
clusive evidence has been obtained determining the 
sugar content the udder milk. Sufficient milk sugar 
has been extracted from the udder more than equal 
that contained the normal yield milk. The sur- 
plus milk considered residual milk that remains the 
udder the close milking. 

The use milking tubes removing the milk from 
the udder when the udder not stimulated indicates 
that only about one-half the milk yield can 
obtained whereas after stimulation practically all the 
usual milk yield obtained. has been assumed that 
the pressure increase due the rapid secretion 
milk. alternate explanation for the difficulty re- 
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moving the milk present the udder the post- 
mortem milking, well the unstimulated condi- 
tion, that the nerve reflex results the contraction 
the muscular elements the udder aids its ex- 
pulsion. 

milk secretion was extremely rapid during the 
period milking, would require the withdrawal 
considerable nutrients and water from the blood. For 
example one-half the usual yield milk secreted 
milking time 1000 pound cow producing twenty 
pounds milk milking would take about ten 
pounds blood twenty per cent. the total blood 
supply. This would require very rapid readjustment 
the constituents the blood. 


Time Element Milking 


time element another consideration. Filipovic 
(1928) has compared normal milking requiring 
the average 5.9 minutes with very rapid milking two 
milkers requiring only four minutes. The same yield 
milk was obtained both cases leading 
the conclusion that the milk all secreted previous 
the time milking. also determined the pulse im- 
mediately before milking and during the middle the 
milking act. the average the pulse 100 cows was 
the same. forty-seven cases the pulse increased, 
forty cases decreased and twenty-three cases re- 
mained the same. Filipovic takes this indicate that 
the blood flow remains the same and additional 
blood comes the udder during milking although in- 
creased activity the udder would show itself the 
pulse. 

further reason for believing only very limited 
secretion milk occurs milking time due the 
pressure within the udder after stimulation. The 
normal capillary blood pressure about thirty-five 
forty mm. mercury. The milk pressure frequently 
greater than this. difficult believe that much 
milk would formed under conditions inhibiting the 
flow blood the capillaries supplying the alveoli. 
Rather seems likely that secretion inhibited long 
the milk pressure exceeds thirty-five mm. mercury. 


Summary 


the experimental work presented these 
articles leads the writer the following conclusions 
the activity the mammary gland. 

During the interval between milking milk secretion 
first rapid, but with the accumulation milk 
the storage spaces the gland there gradual de- 
cline until after unusually long intervals secretion will 
entirely cease. This decline the rate secretion in- 
dicates the reason why frequent milking (three four 
times day) increases the daily yield high producing 
cows. 

the time milking, believed that practically 
all the milk that will removed present the 
udder. say practically because there may slight 
amount secreted the pressure relieved during 
milking. This amount with rapid milking would too 
small consider. 

The act milking udder reflexively. 
Within minute, after about pint more milk has 
been removed, the smooth muscles found the ducts 
contract, increasing the pressure and forcing out the 
milk. Rapid milking while the cow aiding the 
expulsion the milk will result obtaining the largest 
yields. Soon the muscles relax and the milk remaining 
again drawn into the capillary ducts and cannot 
milked out.

registrations which were penalized because their late- 
ness. One hundred forty animals were imported and 
paid the fee five dollars. regular registration 
fee two dollars for members and three dollars for non- 
members providing the animal under six months 
age. 

There are two methods which possible for 
breeders not penalized other words the fact 
that being time the sending registration 
papers saves breeder many dollars. These two 
methods include the registering animal when under 
six months age the filing birth report within 
thirty days after the date birth the animal. Last 
year 10,031 birth reports were filed, increase near- 
1,000 over the preceding year. costs nothing 
file birth report, the only requirement being that the 
report mailed the Central Office within thirty 
days after the birth the animal. With the filing the 
birth report there three years given the breeder 
complete the registration. 

When breeder neglects either file birth report 
register the animal does not have the good fortune 
that the traveling man had the city Barre make 
his lost time. would pay the breeder watch 
the registering his animals carefully the dividend 
large.

The Test Reliable 

‘INCE the beginning the test for tuberculosis 
many arguments have been advanced 
various breeders and owners cattle both favor and 
against the test. years have gone and the test 
has been tried the arguments have become less and 
rightfully because the accuracy the test. More 
than 55,000,000 tests have been applied since 1917 and 
has been determined that but three tenths one per 
cent. the animals tested may not have had tuber- 
culosis. This means three animals out every thou- 
sand tested and that exceedingly small percentage. 
The figures are further reduced findings labora- 
tory examination that many the animals have the 
disease but has not developed the visibility place. 
test that accurate three tenths one per 
cent. with the further reduction microscopic in- 
vestigation can certainly relied upon. 

recent summary Dr. John Mohler, chief 
the Bureau Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment Agriculture, says: ‘‘The results ob- 
tained thus far systematic tuberculin testing show 
the effectiveness this valuable means for detecting 
tuberculous animals. During the last twelve years 
more than 1,500,000 tuberculous cattle have been re- 
moved from herds the United States. result 
this work, more than 168,000 herds are now estab- 
lished fully accredited and more than 2,000,000 
additional herds, including those tested area work 
have been freed tuberculosis. Even badly infected 
herds, continued testing has detected the tuberculous 
animals, and few years has established such herds 
sound, tuberculosis-free basis. survey covering 
24,550 herds, containing 571,000 cattle, shows that the 
first two tests remove most the reactors. more 
than ninety-seven per cent. the herds, the greatest 
number tests needed indicate freedom from the 
disease was four. Continued testing advised 
precautionary measure. The same method has eradi- 
cated bovine tuberculosis from large areas, resulting 
the establishment nearly 700 counties, including two 
entire Carolina and modified 
accredited areas. Results retesting over 100 such 
areas indicate high degree testing efficiency. 

“The tuberculin test indicates the presence the 
disease, but does not show the progress that the in- 
fection has made within the body. Hence, the early 
stages the disease, possible for animal 
that actually infected with tuberculosis show 
visible signs either ante-mortem post-mortem 
examination. The best scientific evidence and observa- 
tions millions carcasses indicate that the tuber- 
culin test more reliable than the customary post- 
morten examination the means detecting tuber- 
culosis. 

the tuberculin test has been known and 
used for fully third century; our most de- 
pendable means detecting tuberculosis reason 
the reactions that causes; and millions post-mor- 
tem examinations trained Federal inspectors show 
that systematic tuberculin testing rapidly reducing 
tuberculosis among livestock the United States.”’
